“Poor Boy Has Been in Bad 
Health for’ Year, and I Be- 
lieve He Is Now Laboring 
Under Delusion,” He Says. 


New York, September 26.—(Special.) 
Declaring without reservation that he 
had stolen $15,000 from the Rt. Rev. 
Cleland Kinloch Nelson, bishop of tne 
Atlanta of the Episcopal 
church, George C. Stowers, who said 
he had been for ten years the bishop’s 
private secretary, voluntarily gave 
himself up at police headquarters to- 
night. No complaint had been lodged 
against him, and the police were not 
seeking him. 

“It was the river or a cell,” he said. 
“I had come to the end of things. I 
went to the East river, but I didn’t 
jump. I didn’t want the people who 
knew me to say I was a coward, so I 
want to face the music.” 

Stowers’ story is an old one. It’s the 
familiar tale of a small-salaried man, 
traveling a pace faster than he can 
afford. But its recital at police head- 
quarters was dramatic. 

The Georgian, who says ‘he lives at 
121 East Pine street, Atlanta, came to 
the detective bureau well dressed. He 
carried a whipcord avenge across his 
arm. He leaned over e desk, and 
said in a quiet tone to Detective 
Vaughn; “I'd like to speak to you per- 
sonally. It’s strictly confidential.” 


RAISED 
CHECKS. 


Taken into another room, Stowers 
said he had been raising checks almost 
all the time of his service. He received 
$40 monthly as his pay, he said, but 
often raised these checks to $140. Like- 
wise checks sent to Bishop Nelson for 
his work in the diocese of Atlanta were 
altered many times, he said. 

‘I’ve been doing this for years,” 
Stowers. “I don’t know how much I 
got away with, but I know in nine 
years I received $8,000 more than I was 
due, and during the last year alone I 
altered checks up to $7,000 beyond 
their value. So that $15,000 
right there. 

“What was $10 a to he 
went on. “It was only cigarette money. 
I fell in with people of means, and [I 
had to live up totheir standard. I had 
to get the money somehow. 

“I always wanted to pay it back. I 
hoped I'd get a better job, but some- 
how I qgnly got in deeper and deeper 
all the time. I think too much about 
having a good time. That's my trouble. 
Three weeks ago Bishop Nelson went 
to Maine, and I took advantage of his 
absence and came here to New York 
to get work, hoping i could pay back 
all that money.” 


LIKES 
GOOD TIME. . 


He stopped to ask the detective for a 
cigarette. He took two long puffs, 
and looked at the ceiling. “Yes.” he 
mused. “That’s what’s the matter with 
me. I like a good time too much. I 
didn’t try to get work here,” he pro- 
ceeded. “I only went-to the Biltmore 
and lived well, and saw the sights. 

“Saturday afternoon I received a bill 
from the’ hotel for $160. I was broke. 
I went out on the streets and slept 
that night in a lodging house, and to- 
day I walked around. Then I thought 
of the river, but I am_not a coward, 
and so I came here.” 

Stowers said the Biltmore had no need 
to worry. He had left effects worth 
$1,000 there, he estimated. Hie made 
a rough guess of ten suits of clothes, 
twelve pairs of shoes, one hundred 
neckscarfs, seventy-five shirts and a 
hundred pair of socks. There were also 
a silver vase, some bedspreads, lace 
curtains and other household articles, 
In view of these, some one asked him 
if he had intended marrying soon. 

“T’d rather not talk about that,” 
said. 

He was held pending communication 
with the police in Atlanta.

ARMENIAN PEOPLE 
BY THE THOUSANDS 


Appalling Report Is Made 
by American Committee 
Which Has Been Investi- 
gating the Atrocities.

New York, September 26.—A 
ment confirming the massacre of 
menians in Turkey was given out here 
today by Professor Samuel T. Dutton, 
secretary of the committee on Ar- 
menians atrocities formed to investi- 
gate facts regarding the massacre and 
its relations to American interests, and 
also to ascertain whether anything can 
be done to relieve the situation. Other 
members of the committee include 
Charles R. Crane, Cleveland Dodge, D. 
Stuart Dodge, Arthur Curtiss James, 
John Mott, Rabbi Stephen 8S. Wise, 
Frank Mason North, Stanley White, 
James L. Barton and William Stoane. 

“A subcommittee has thoroughly in- 
vestigated the evidence, and has just 
made report to the full committee, con- 
firming in every particular the state- 
ment recently made by Viscount Bryce 
regarding the imprisonment, torture, 
murder, massacre and exile into the 
deserts of northern Arabia of defense- 
less and innocent Armenians, includ- 
ing decrepit men, women and children, 
and their forcible conversion to Islam,” 
says the statement. 

Evidence of Eyewitnesses, 

“Written testimonials of eyewit- 
nesses covers hundreds of pages, and 
the character and position of the au- 
thorities and the positiveness of utter- 
ance carry absolute- conviction. 

“The witnesses include Armenians, 
Greeks, Bulgarians, Italians, Germans, 
Turks, Englishmen, Americans, busi- 
ness men, travelers and officials of 
great variety and rank. All agree in 
declarations that from Smyrna, on the 
west, to Persia, and from the Black sea 
to Arabia a propaganda of extermina- 
tion of non-Moslems is being carried 
on by the Turkish government far sur- 
passine in ferocity and exceeding in 
destruction anything done by <Abdul 
Hamid. 

“The statements examined cover 
hundreds of towns and cities, in “which 
in many instances all of the Armenians 
have been killed outright, often after 
horrible torture, or sent to the desert 
to die of starvation, and, that, too, 
with diabolical cruelty. The ostensi- 
ble deportation of men, women and 
children toward Mesopotamia is usually 
but a form of marching those starv- 
ing, helpless and frequently naked 
refugees, out into the mountains to 
be outraged and butchered, sometimes 
by their guard and sometimes by the 
Kurds, who gladly co-operate in the

“In several places American prop- 
erty has been seized, Americans 
searched, imprisoned and expelled from 
the country, their letters and teile- 
grams, even from United States con- 
sular officers, intercepted, and their 
lives put in jeopardy. 

“This, however, is of trivial impor- 
tance compared with the work of de- 
struction going on among the Arme- 
nians. 

500,000 Armenians Killed or Exiled. 

“Evidence seems to prove that prob- 
ably 500,000 Armenians have been mur- 
dered or forced to the desert, where 
only death awaits them unless relief 
is secured at once, And all this has 
taken place since March and is now 
at the height of its gruesome fury. 
“The committee is confident that if 
the press of the country should, with 
all the emphasis at its command, voice 
its protest and call upon the Turkish 
government to put an end to this 
crime against humanity and return 
the exiles who may yet be living to 
their homes, would hardly fail to pro- 
duce results. 

“In view of the great influence which 
Germany and Austria @xercise over 
their ally, the American people can- 
not fail to hold them morally respon- 
sible if these atrocities are permitted 
to continue.” 

America Alone Can Aid, 

tome, September 26,—(Via Paris,)— 
The apostolic delegate at Constantino- 
ple, Monsignor Dolci, has sent to the 
Vatican a report describine the mas- 
sacre of Armenians. He says that in 
the present situation of the European 
powers Germany and Austria cannot 
interfere, because they are allied with 
Turkey, while the other powers can 
do nothing because they are at war 
with Turkey. 

The only possible assistance, adds 
Monsignor Dolci, can come from Amer- 
ica, whose ambassador is using every 
effort to relieve and’protect the perse- 
cuted Armenians.

Radoslavoff, in an interview given the 
Berlin Tageblatt correspondent at So- 
fia. confirms the statement made _ in 
the semi-official note issued at Sofia 
September 23, that Bulgaria had been 
forced to adopt armed neutrality by the 
development of political and military 
events, but that it was not directed 
against either Rumania or Greece. 

“Since our last conversation, ‘“M. 
Radoslavoff said, “the war has ap- 
proached Bulgaria. The world knows 
the great interests Bulgaria has in the 
Balkans and nobody can say how far 
or how near is the moment when Bul- 
garia will have to protect those inter- 
ests. 

“These are. the reasons which forced 
us to pass to armed neutrality. Our 
mobilization at present is purely a de- 
fensive measure amd not at all direct- 
ed against Rumania or Greece. Bul- 
saria has no aggressive designs against 
those states, a fact which I wish em- 
phatically to point out.’’

is in harmony with the doctor’s utterance: 
“The world needs a cross and God.” 

That sentiment will appeal to all who 
have the interests of humanity at heart, but 
it is going far in faith to acclaim the great 
world-tragedy which has shaken the earth 
to its foundations as a blessing to mankind. 

In the mysterious workings of the Provi- 
dence in which the Christian world trusts 
great good comes out of great evil, and, puri- 
fied by fire, a new earth with nobler aspira- 
tions and loftier ideals may rise from the 
ashes of the old; and certaiply the hope of 
the world is that the lessons‘of the war will 
be for the far betterment of humanity—in 
striking the shackles from the slaves of 
kings; in rebuking ambitions whereby the 
great and arrogant would mold a world to 
their will and rise to arbitrary power over 
the trampled rights of their fellow men. 

If the mighty war wins for the world a 
greater liberty; if it brings war-lords to 
know that they no more stand with God 
than do the people; that ‘“‘only God is great” 
—the God of all the people—-then the crush- 
ing cross the war has laid upon the world 
will not have been borne in vain. Failing in 
that, the strife which has desolated one-half 
the earth but as the forerunner of 
even greater, deadlier strife until that day 
when light shall dawn indeed and all the 
world is free. 

It is hard for the innocent who have suf- 
fered by the war-——the millions of the ruined 
homes who have nothing left but graves— 
to realize that it was best for them to bear 
the cross of war, for they were ever closer 
than the kings to God and to that Cross in 
whose very name the war has wrought their 
desolation. 

This is where they stumble in darkness; 
but perhaps these are they who will “come 
up through great tribulation,’’ and they 
cling to Christ’s Cross for comfort—not hav- 
ing shamed it, as have the war-kings, by 
praying in its shadow only to trample it in 
the dust of their armies 

Fhe world’s altar-staire “slope through 
darkness up to God;” the innocent are fallen 
there—spurned there by the trampling fect 
of War. It is for God to lift them up, and 
they may yet rise in divine strength and 
inherit the earth God made for them. But 
bitter are the penalties the innocent are pay- 
ing for that hope: 

Those who made this war account them- 
selves the instruments of God, and the reck- 
oaing with them will be before God ané all 
mankind.

A SIMPLE LIFE VICTIM. 
A youthful writer for a Scottish news 
paper, a worshiper at the shrine of Robert 
Burns, impressed with the independent spirit 


of the great poet’s verse, decided to slip the 


shackles of newspaper toil and live the free, 
untrammeled life of a dreamer amid the 
scenes made famous by the 5 ani min- 
strelsy. 

So he pétc ‘ked his small belongings, and 
with staff and scrip, journeyed to the song- 
hallowed precincts of Ayr, whetfe he pro- 
ceeded to lead the simple life as ‘Burns had 
sung it in the days of old. , 

It is related of him that he “wandered 
over hil] and dale, interfering with no one, 
with the earth for his bed and the sky for 
his cover,” and when it rained he took 
refuge in any convenient barn. 

But suddenly the minions of the law 
caused a change to come over thie spirit of 
his dream: He was haled before a magis- 
trate of Ayr and, on tlie charge of being a 
vagabond, was sentenced to three months 
at hard labor. 

Now, if he could write as Burns wrote, 
he might make that magistrate shake in his 
shoes and be glad to be rid of him by swift 
release; but though long on dreams, he is 


‘dealer 


short on genius, and he must even complete | 
the shattering of his dreams as his pick 
makes the flint fly, or his shovel digs a 
grave for them. 

Mr. Rudyard Kipling might have warned 
him away from the dreams he made his 
master, and a brief survey of the keep-off- 
the-grass signs of the world might have 
made him aware of the fact that, for the 
most part, the simple life in its wild freedom 
—as he thought to live it—is all in the 
novels, and the dreamer, to pass muster, 
should have the wherewithal to gild his 
dreams—the cash to prove that he could 
ring for the bellhop when he is challenged 
for daring to lead the simple life. 


COMFORT TO OYSTER EATERS. 

The United States bureau of fisheries, a 
division of the department of agriculture, 
has been making a detailed study of the 


oyster, both from the standpoint of its pro- 
tection and its value as a food. Its conclu- 
sions, which are presented in bulletins just 
issued, will be of particular interest to those 
who are fond of oysters, and especially so 
just at this time when the oyster is coming 
into full season. 

One of the bulletins just issued by the 
bureau goes beyond the general question of 
food value, and presents an even one hun- 
dred actual recipes as to how to prepare 
them for the table... There are four ways 
of making oyster soup, five ways of frying 
oysters, and any number of ways of stewing, 
creaming, roasting, baking, panning, broil- 
ing, deviling, scalloping or otherwise treat- 
ing the so-called succulent bivalve, to the 
end of making it succulent in fact. But the 
interesting and comforting information con- 
tained in this bulletin to.the average lover 
of oysters is this: 

It can be said that 
more sanitary and better than ever, and 
that there is, at least,,- as sufficient a 
yuarantee of their wholesomeness aSs 
there is of milk, strawberries, lettuce, 
celery and other foods not usually cook- 
ed for consumption. If the oysters be 
cooked there is a double guaranty. In 
other countries oysters are nearly al- 
ways eaten raw, and even in this country 
the finest are usually consumed in this 
way as a minor course at meals; but the 
distinguishing feature of their consump- 
tion in the United States is that they 
are generally cooked and constitute an 


important part, if not the whole, of the 
meal at which they are served. 


Assurances of this sort will be particu- 
larly comforting just as the oyster season is 
opening and when cooler weather is “keen- 
ing’ up appetites made sluggish by too long 
conformance to summer diet. But the 
bureau is not satisfying itself with merely 
issuing cook books on oysters and introduc- 
tions thereto. It wants the people to know 
that oysters, as now cultivated, packed and 
transported, are as good and safe food as 
can be obtained anywhere. In this connec- 
tion the department has issued a special 
bulletin dealing evith the oyster as a food, 
in which it is stated: 


“Ovsters now being 
northern oyster beds in 
merce are safer than ever 
as safe a food as milk. 
has been brought about 
sanitary surveys of ovSter 
ed co-operatively by the public health 
service and the department of agricul- 
ture, by the hearty co-operation of the 
state shellfish authorities with the fed- 
eral authorities, and finally bv a reali- 
gation on the part of the oyster men 
that thev themselves, in the tnterests of 
their industry, must prevent the taking 
of oysters from suspected or polluted 
beds.”’ 


The coast states would do well to supple- 
ment the work of the government in. the 
sanitary safeguarding of oyster cultivation. 
Some of the best oysters obtainable are 
grown on the Georgia coast, and yet At- 
lanta and other interior points prefer to get 
their oysters from the Chesapeake bay and 
other eastern beds, where they feel assured 
that government and state supervision are 
thoroughly effective. 

A comparatively simple law would go 
a long way toward safeguarding the indus- 
try from the standpoint of public consump- 
tion, and would result in the building of an 
industry on the Georgia coast that would 
be well worth the while.

Doping Out World’s Series,

Baseball “dopes out.” It “dopes’ 
better than horse races. I claim that, 
by the system of ‘‘doping” evolved 
through years of study of the game, lI 
could, if 1 knew in advance what pitch- 
ers were to work in any game, tell you 
which team would win a series, which 
Zames each team would win, the ap- 
proximate scores of each game, and al- 
most the exact number of hits. 

Il may be misled as to which pitcher 
will start a game. Managers have a 
habit of doing that. Also, one trying 
to “dope” a series must beware being 
misled by false reports of condition. 
Last fall almost everyone picked the 
Athletics to win because we had done 
our picking before we discovered that 
the Athletics were a badly disorgan- 
ized and broken ball club. Even then 
my dope figures showed startingly 
close to the exact scores in each of 
the four games played, so close that 
had not Maranville made a miraculous 
double play in the secend game. the 
scores of the first four’) games -would 
have been almost exactly as I 
them in advance, 

I'm going to take you all in on the 
dope. You won't believe me—so let us 
figure it out together in cold figures, 
forgetting that we have friends or 
enemies. I will explain, step by step, 
how I reach the results. You take 
a pencil and dope right with me. If 
you think I am wrong in any figures, 
change them to suit vourself. 

The Basis of All Dope.

We cannot tell from the statistics at 
hand how the batters of' these teams 
will hit the pitchers of the opposing 
teams. To get to this, we must pick 
out American league pitchers who re. 
semble in methods the National league 
pitchers who are engaged in the series, 
and then see how the American league 
batters hit against that type of pitching 
in their own league. That gives us, 
approximately, the batting value of 
each man in the series. Secondly, we 
must study the catchers and calculate 
how much their work is likely to af- 
fect the attacking strength of the op- 
posing club. 
Value of 
Then we must calculate 
the physical characteristics of the 
grounds themselves may have, for each 
grounds has its own character. The 
short fields in Philadelphia, for in- 
stance, handicap some teams and help 
others. But there is another element. 
In Philadelphia and in some other 
places, the background from which the 
pitchers throw the ball is important. 
In Philadelphia there is a section of 
the field seats on a line with the pitch- 
ers that usually i crowded. When

the fans in that section take off their 
coats, it is almost impossible for the 
batters to see the ball. On some other 
«rounds the pitchers practice pitching 
so that the ball seems to be coming at 
the batter out of a sign. 

Having finally reached the value of 
each player as an individual, we must 
figure his value in this series in his 
position. Ty Cobb, for _instance, may 
be a much greater player than is Hub 
Perdue; but in a ball game where Per- 
due is pitching and Cobb playing out- 
field, Perdue is much more impor- 
tant. 

I have, after many years of calcula- 
tion, made up a table of relative val- 
ues of positions regardless of men. A 
center fielder, on defensive play, is only 
worth 45-10in 100, whereas. the pitch- 
er is worth 38 in 100. The table is 
based upon the chances to do good or 
harm. 

Putting down all these figures, we 
reduce them to the value of the man 
as an offensive player, as a defensive 
player, his value to his team in the 
regular season, and, finally, to his val- 
ue in this series. After calculating the 
value of each man, we simply add and 
divide until we reach the relative val- 
ues of the two teams. 

The Dope’s Ultimate Limit. 

After that we have only reached the 
conclusion that one team or the other 
is the better, and therefore should win 
the series. But I’m going to carry 
you further.
